Tus Roap Murper—Re-orenine THE Coroner’s 
Ixquest.—While the inquiry of Mr. Saunders was being 
held at Road, a meeting of magistrates of the Trowbridge 
division took place at the police-statioa in that town.

Daraprout Exriosion IN tae Nortn Sea.—Intelli- 
gence was received at Great Yarmouth, about 2 o'clock 
on Sunday morning, of a fearful explosion on board the 
large paddle steamer Tonning, which formerly belonged 
to the North of Europe Steampacket Company, but 
which has latterly been trading between London and 
Tooning on private account. The Tonning left Tonning 
on Friday morning atan early hour, and was on Saturday 
about 50 miles east of Yarmouth, at 1 o'clock in the 
afternoon, in the midst of the fleet of fishing boats out 
on the herring voyage. While among the fleet the 
steamer hove to for the purpose of procuring a few fish 
tor the crew. She had not been hove to above two or 
three minutes when a tremendous explosion of one or 
both her boilers took place, blowing up her decks, part 
of ber crew, and a great quantity of fire, smoke, and 
steam. report was distinctly heard throughout the 
whole fleet of several hundred fishing vesseis, and by 
most of them the explosion was seen, and is described 
as having been of a most painful and striking character. 
The frightful nature of the accident was not at first un- 
derstood, but there being no doubt as to its effect, the 
fishing boats sent a number of their small boats with 
men to reuder any assistance in their power. On 
reaching the steamer they found her to be very seriously 
damaged, and there were doubts for some little time as 
tor whether she would not speedily go down. The fish- 
ermen boarded her, when they discovered a scene of the 
most distressing character. They saw, besides the havoc 
comnfitted by the explosion upon the ship and among 
the cattle, the bodies of a number of men, some dead, 
and some in a state of great aguny from scalds, burns, 
and contus ons. The fishermen at once offered every 
assistance they could to the survivors. The crew of the 
steamer had consisted of 27 men and a boy ; and it was 
ascertained from the captain (who had escaped injury), 
after examining the vessel, that several of the seamen 
were blown high into the air, and seven were found to be 
missing, and three, who died soon afterwards, were lying 
among the broken timbers and iron, ina dying state. 
Seven others were very severely injured, and are at the 
Yarmouth Hospital, whither they were taken on Sun- 
day morning at 3 o'clock, having been brought to the 
beach by the fishing boats. The engineer, who lost a 
son in the explosion, was among those taken to the 
hospitel, and the two men most severely injured are 
the chief mate and a Dutchman, who was proceeding 
to London with the cattle. The bodies of the three 
men, who died soon after, or who were dead when taken 
out of the ship, were conveyed to the workhouse at Yar- 
mouth, where an inquest will be beid upon them by Mr. 
C. H. Chamberlin, the coroner of the borough. The 
ateamer was towed into Yarmouth Roads about 1! 
o'clock on Sunday, and has been taken on to Lowe- 
stott. It appears, from what can be ascertained at 

t, that at the time of the explosion the boilers 
were only working at a pressure of 15ib. to the square 
inch; they worked with three valves, two showing a 

of 12ib., and one 151b., and they were all biow- 
og free. The occurrence seems to have been purely 
aco4ental, and itis not expected that any fact to the 
contrary Will be elicited at the inquest.

His Grace said—It gives me great satisfaction to have 
an opportunity of bestowing what countenance I can 
om an institution such as we are now about to establish, 
because, according to the best judgment which I am able 
to form, I have reason to hope and trust, as well as 
wish aed pray, that it will conduce to the benefit of ell 
concerned, without doing injury to any one, I trust and 
hope it will conduce to the glory of God, and to peace 
on earth and good-will towards men. It was evidently the 


design of Providence that man should be a social being; 
besides, many acts could be accomplished much better 
by mutual assistance than in any other way. There 
is also a distinctive mark of union and co-operation 
amongst mankind, as there is amongst bees and 
other animals. It is possible this may be well or 
ill directed—it is possible to make it an instrument 
of evil as well as of good. I trust, in our case, 
this association will be an instrument of good, and 
of unmixed because I can perceive there is in 
this institution about being inaugurated no taint of 
party spirit or of hostility towards any class of our 
fellow-countrymen. I wish and hope that we may not 
be like those co-operators which may be com to 
a nest of wasps, which set forth to do mischief and 
commit ravages, but rather like a hive of bees which 
collect honey from sweet flowers without injuring them. 
The particular objects of this institution will be more 
fully explained by the speakers who are about to ad- 
dress you. (Cheers.) 

The Rev HR Poole, AM, FT O D, came forward, 
amidst loud cheers, to propose the first resolution, which 
was as follows:—“ ved—That this meeting, being im- 
pressed with the importance of the cultivation of Chris- 
tian character in youth,and with the great advantages of 
mutual sympathy and co-operation as a means towards 
this end, are anxious to give every support to this 
wssociation.” He wished that the resolution bad been 
placed in abler hands than his, but he supposed the 
reason why he had been selected to propose it was in 
consequence of hisconnection with an institution whith 
had a great deal to say to the training of youth in 
Ireland, and which was also closely linked with 
the Protestant Church. (Cheers.) Lis grace and 
all present were aware that it was one of the 
marked features of the present age that they were de- 
sirous to correct those evils which existed in the king- 
dom, not by coercion—not by the severity of the laws— 
but by sound moral training. (Hear, hear.) There 
was no such thing as sound moral ing without 
sound religious and sound Scriptural ag. (Loud 
cheers.) There was but one means by which man, 
who was originally corrupt, could be restored, 
and that was by the Holy Spirit of God, which 
worked more immediately through the inspiration o/ 
that Holy Volume which had been handed down to 
them, ‘There was no association of greater importance 
than that which they were inaugurating, for if there 
were any class of persons who were likely to occupy a 
prominent position in the country, it was the young 
men of the rising generation. They would not always 
continue as they were, but would hereafter become the 
heads of families, giving the example of a Christian cha- 
racter to those under them, and spreading the religion 
of Christabout them, (Lear, hear.) They should be 
uissionaries for one or other of two things, for there 
was no such thing as remaining neutral, Those who 
were actuated by the Spirit of Christ would manifest 
that Spirit of light ina greater or less degree, but they 
might be assured that those who were not with Christ 
were against Him, (Hear, hear.) God would spew 
them out of His mouth, and reject all such heart- 
ess misbelievers, It had been well remarked, by a 
wise and venerated prelate, that one of the most impor. 
tant checks to the spread of sound religion was the 
dffivulty which Christians found in forming a bond ot 
anion, in ascertaining each other’s characters, so as to 
ve enab.ed to unite with those whose motives and views 
should be like their own. It was impossible, he feared, 
w realise that happy union, but they might, to a greater 
or less extent, endeavour to promote it, That was one of 
tue most important objects the present institution con- 
vem plated. (Hear, hear.) ‘The object of the institution was 
avs go much the education of young men, that they might 
become distinguished in the sciences or in any particular 
iris, bat for the purpose of educatlug them in the most 
important respects—namely, to impress on them 
those principles of religion which would educate 
hem ior time and eternity. (lUlear, bear.) Atter 
some further observations, which we regret pressure 
on our space precludes us from giving, Rev. Mr. 
Poole concluded by saying, that in the Bible they had, 
undoubtedly, the chart which was to map their course 
in lite, and which would mark out the dangerous rock ;

A correspondent, writing from Paris on Monday

The Government have received some details of the 
last Neapolitan victory, which the Patrie retails in its 
“ dernicres nouvelles.” It states that whilst Victor Em- 
manucl was taking the bulk of his army across the 
Garigzliano, and was advancicg towards the centre of the 
enemy's positions, General Sounay, who on the previous 
day had crossed the river near its month, under the 
protection of he guns of the Sardinian squadron. 
marched along the coast, and took possession of the 
litile town of Mola di Gaeta, which was evacuated by its 
garrison, who fled to Gaeta without attempting to try 
conclusions with the superior force opposed to them. At 
“ie same time the bulk of the army under Victor Em 
manuel succeedeiin breaking the Neapolitan line, and 
the Neapolitans commenced an orderly retreat to Fraetto. 
[t was supposed that they would not detend that town, 
and await the onset of the Piedmontese at the defiles of 
Petrella, but the capture of Mola di Gacta compelled 
them to evacuate Petrella, as it commands the road and 
Cuts off the communications between that position and 
* eta. bo far the Patrie, whose attempt at strateg 'c 
1 it must be confessed, is far from lucid. I.

As for the combined Piemonte-Neapolitan Squadron, 
it Was, at the latest dates, moored (Hf one mile from 
Gaeta harbour, which it watched but was not permitted 
to enter,” 

The Toulonnais, a paper whose information in naval 
anc Tailitary matters is generally reliable, gives some 
further information with reference to the late insolent 
interference of Admiral le Barbier de Tinan with the 
Piedmontese squadron. It says:— ? 

“ The Descartes arrived here yesterday (the 2nd) at 
five p.m. with very important dispatches from Gaeta. 
Oo the 27th ult. a small Piedmontese squadron, con- 
si-ting of six sail, arrived off the mouths of the Garig- 
liano to attempt a landing, and was compelled to sheer 
off by the energetic demonstration of Admiral de Tinan. 
On the 30th Admiral Persano arrived off the same spot 
with ten men-of- war, and refused to sheer off, although a 
French squadron was sent to order himaway. The Sar- 
dinian admiral informed M. de Tinan that he was ordered 
to land troops at the mouth of the Garigliano, and that he 
would carry out his orders at any cost. It the French ships 
attacked him he would not return their fire, but he would 
hold the admrial responsible fur the consequences of this 
armed intervention, which he considered illegal, as he 
wes pot in Gaeta waters, and without the line of block - 
ate of the fortress. Upon this, Admiral le Barbier de 
Tinan, apprehending that he might have gone beyond 
his instructions, sent home the Descartes for further 
orders. Meanwhile, the two squadrons continued to 
watch each other.” . 

There is no doubt thie isa correct account of what 
took place, and one can easily comprehend how utterly 
puzzied the French admiral must have been at the bold 
and manly way in which Admiral Persano reduced him 
to inaction, A double-faced — has ite drawbacks, 
and it is not a slight one to p a vice-admiral in com- 
mand of a squadron in the ridiculous position M. le 
Berbier de Tinan must hold in the eyes of his own officers 
and crews. 

The dispatch of Lord John Russell has created an 
immense sensation here, and the small fry of officials are 
howling like wolves in a wilderness at the bold and out- 
spoken manner in which the British Foreign Secretary 
demolishes the sopbiems of d and official jour. 
neliem. At the Bourse it has produced a favourable 
im; ression, as it is construed into an intimation that 
England will not permit foreign intervention in Italy. 
How tar thie dispatch can be reconciled with that pub- 
lished sbout three weeks since, condemning the policy 
of P’icd dont, concerns her Majesty’s Ministers. People, 
however, have long ceased to expect anything like con- 

_sistency at the hands of the noble Foreign Secretary, 


and ic is impossible to withhold a mourutul assent from 
the angry warning of the Nord to the Italians, not to 
place too much faith in a pokey which goes on boxing 
Lhe compass within the space of a few weeks. 

The turin correspondent of the Presse, writing on the 


3rd, shows a great deal of stretegetic coup dei in the 
proyhetic speculations he pute forth with regard to the 
battle on the Garigliano, which was fought whilst the 
writer at Turin was describing ite locality. He says: — 

“ Gaeta is surrounded by a small semicircle formed by 
three places—-Mola di Gaeta (Formis of the ancients), 
Itri (the oid Mamurra), and Speionga. The capture ot 
Mota, and especially ot Itri, offers some difficulty, as they 
form, beyond the Garigliano, something like a second 
line of defence. Those difficulties surmounted, Gaeta 
has to be tackled with. That town has been captured 
ani recaptured no less than ten times within the last 
158 years—by the Austrians, in 1702; by the Sardinians 
and Spaniards combined, 1734 ; in 1799 and in 1806 by 
the French; in 1815 and 1821 by the Austrians. But 
in all the previous sieges the attack by sea was the 
principal one.” 

These details show the importance of the late victory, 
as we know the Mola di Gaeta has fallen into the hands 
of the Predmontese. 

The Constitutionnel gives great prominence to the 
alleged view of Volunteers to Paris.

The Pope may, indeed, rejoice in beholding 
recruits flock to his standard from all quarters of the 
world; for the swarthy sons of Africa have contributed 
their contingent to his corps of Zouaves, in whose ap- 
propriate cost ume Í saw a floe young negro this morning, 
evidently a fresh arrival, in fluent conversation with his 
Franco-Belgian brethren. 

The letter brought from the Emperor Napoleon to the 
Pope by Monsignor S:cconi is stated to be conceived in 
terms by no means satisfactory to his Holiness, although 
his Imperial Majesty professes to disapprove entirely of the 
recent course of events in Italy, and the audacious policy 
of Victor Emmanuel, His Majesty, however, whilst de- 
ploring these events, professes his inability to oppose con- 
scientiously so overwbelming a display of national will, at 
the same time that he renews his assurances of personal 
devotion to the Supreme Llead of the Catholic Church, 
whose individual safety and independence will ever 
form the objects of his most earnest solicitude, and will 
be guaranteed by him, as well at Rome as wherever else 
his Holiness might think proper to transfer himsell. 
Sach, I have been assured, is the tenor of the Em- 
peror’s letter, the ambiguity of which has thrown dis- 
may into the Papal councils, especially the latter phrase, 
which appears to contemplate as a not unlikely con- 
tingency the withdrawal of his Holiness from the Eter- 
nal City. 

The * soldiers in the Pope’s service are just 
now in bad repute, on account of some robberies in 
which individuals of that corps were the principal actors. 
The unfortunate landiord of the half-way tavern be 
tween Kome and Tivoli invokes vengeance upon their 
Teutonic appetites, and the unscrupulous manner in 
which they appropriated the whole victualling stock, 
solid and fluid, of his establishment, without proffering a 
bajoccho in payment. It would be well if depredations 


on the property of others were only committed by these 


warriors whilst on the march ; but ruch instances 
occasionally occur even in Rome. The other evening 
two Neapolitan gentlemen, oneof whom was the ne- 
phew of the Marchese Del Vasto, were robbed in the 
Corso by an individual who, being pursued, bastinadoed, 
and floally captured by the French gendarme:, turned 


out to be a German recruit, who coolly requested to be 


oonducted home to his barracks.

SICILY. 

The following is related in a letter from Sicily as a 
proof of the popular approval of annexation ;— 

At Castrogiovanni the lists of: lectors were closed, and 
only about 1,000 persons were inscribed. All at once the 
ucws arrived that, instead of electing an assembly as at 
first proposed, universal suffrage on the question of 
annexation would, as at Naples, be appealed to in virtue 
of a decree of the pro-Dictator, Pailavicini. Imme- 
diately the peasants ef the environs, anxious to vote for 
annexation, hastened in crowds to the town-hall to get 
themselves inscribed; they were told that as the lists had 
been closed their names could not be entered. But they 
en ily represented that, though they had not 
cared to vote for an assembly, and had consequently pot 
got themselves inscribed, they were determined, now 
that universal suffrage was resolved on, to exercise their 
rights by voting 81. Acvordingly a second list, con- 
taining more than 2,000 persons, was drawn up, and 
they unanimously voted in favour of annexation, The 
women, on their part, not being allowed to vote, drew 
up an address of adhesion to the King, aud it obtained 
more than a thousand signatures.

The conduct aod maxims of other coun- 
tries vary with the character of the Sovereign 
or of his Minister. Prussia, into whatever hands 
she falls, always says and does exactly the same 
thi She does not, indeed, profess very loudly 
the Divine right of Kings; aay, so long as it is con- 
fined to the most perfectly abs.ract speculation, she has 
no objection to dally with á certain sort of sickly and 
ua wholesome liberalism, which she treats much as the 
modern school of her theology does the Bible. Part 
is allowed to escape in allegory, part is reduced to 
metaphor, part is explained away by a difference ot 
reading, and the rest you may believe if you like. 
Like her hero Frederick William, Prussia has always 
been a great stickier for internal regularity. There 
is no country where a man is required to carry 
about with him such complete materials for an auto- 
biography; no country where his name, existei ce, 
trade, character, and destination are so little. taken 
upon trust, and require such olficial authentication. 
Bat the Government meddles with everything, 
and the professed liberality of the nation does 
not prevent it from being enslaved in every detail oí 
life to a galling and useless tyranny. Many Govern- 
ineata are more oppressive ; none more meddlesome and 
intertering- All her strength is reserved for overlay- 
ing with neediess interference and rendering odious to 
themselves the lives of her own people and the stranger 
that is within her gates. at this overvigorous 
domestic rule is attended by a ioreiga policy feeble 
almost to fatuity. Prussia is always leaning on some- 
body, always getting somebody to help her, never 
willing to help herself; always ready to dellberate, n. ver 
to decide ; present in Congresses, but absent in battles; 
speaking and writing, never tor or against, but only on, 
the question; ready to supply any amount of ideals or 
sentiments, but shy of anything that savours of the real 
or actual. She has a large army, but now 
riously one in no condition fur fighting. She is 
profase in circulars and notes, but has generally 
a little to say tor both sides. No one couuts on her as 
a friend; noone dreads her as an enemy. Ho she 
became a great Power history tells us; why she re 
mains so nobody can tell. That, acting on her present 
principle, she can long remain so, nobody believes. 

Let Prussia only contrast 225 she is with what she 
might have been had she y embraced the Liberal 
side in 1848, or, at any rate, in 1854, since which period 
Russia has been quite unable to coerce her, Bee what 
Piedmont, with a strong will, a definite policy, a head 
to plan and a hand to execute, has effected. To have 
consolidated into one compact mass all the smaller 
States of Germany would have been a far easier 
task for Prussia than for Piedmont in Italy. Her material 
force is much greater, the obstacles she has to con- 
tend with are much less; but who would join a nation 
which, whether under a dreaming poetical King, or a 
military and matter-of-fact Regent, seems to know no 
alternative between a double system in which Liberalism 
is mixed with Absolutiem, or a doubtful policy in which 
ends and means are alike inscrutable ? Germany only 
asks to be led, only asks for a Vigorous impersovatwa 
of the principle of unity which has just triumphed in 
Italy ; but great changes are only made by enthusiasm, 
and who can work himself up into enthusiasm for the 
leaden rule of a bureaucracy or the shuffling policy of a 
Pyrrhonist, always waiting for something of which he 
knows nothing, except that he does not expect it tu come. 
If Prussia would look a little more to Turin and a 
little lees to Warsaw ; if she would th ak more of what 
is due to her own character and position, and less of 
dangers which, if she contrives to escape them in one 
orm, will assuredly fall upon her in a worse; if she 
would believe that a great nation which aspires to be the 
leader and director of others can only draw the spirit re- 

uisite for the task from the pure fuuntain of native free 
Joma; if che would in by makiag herself that which 
others would wish to example for imitation, in- 
stead of a theme sometimes of regret and sometimes of 
ridicule, Prussia might even yet become that saviour 
ot Germany which her traditions and her wishes 
alike call on her to make herself. But we believe 
she will find that to remain as she is, is absolutely im 
possible, She cannot single-hande| with France, 
and, by some inex e fatality, she will not conciliate 
that domestic support that only awaits her acceptance, 
We have been led to make these remarks for two rea- 
sons—one because we observe that attempts are being 
made in this country to bolster up this hollow Prussian 
do-nothing system ; the other because we perceive that 
the more liberal ion of the Prussian press is at last 
awakening to the indignity of the attitude into which 
the nation has been drilied by a Goverument which 
taiks big about the fancied wrongs of foreigners whom 
it amagines to be Germans, but will not litt its hand to 
strike off the fetters which weigh so heavily on the peo- 
ple in many a German land.

ANNO VICESIMO TERTIO AND VICESIMO QUARTO VICTORIA

Car. XC. - An Act to repeal the Duties on Game Certi- 
ficates and Certificates to deal in Game, and to impose 
in lieu thereof Duties on Excise Licences and Certifi- 
vates for the like Purposes.—i3th August, 1860. 

Be it enacted by the Queen’s most excellent Majesty 
by and with the advice aud consent of the Lords ep. itual 
and temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the authority of the same, as follows:

Acts of Parliament in that behalt in respect of certificates 
to kill game in Great Britain, and to deal in game in 
Kugland, and all the provisions, rules, and directions for 
assessing, charging, and collecting any of the said duties 
contained in schedule (L) of the act passed in the fifty.

Third, chapter fifty-six, in respect of every certificate 
of having registered a deputation as a gamekeeper, 
and in respect of every certificate to authorise any 
person, not being a gamekceper, to kill game in Ireland, 
and also the nineveenth and twentieth sections of the act 
— ia the first aud second year of King William the 

durch, chapter thirty-two, shall respeviively cease and 
determine, and the same are hereby repealed, except as 
to any arrears of the said duties respectively, and as to

If. In lieu of the duties repealed there shall be 
granted, charged, and paid for upon the several licenses 
and certificates to take or kill game, and licenses to 
deal in game hereinafter mentioned, the respective du- 
ties or sums of money hereinafter expressed ur deaoted ;
